You may 
find yourself fascinated by this 
music, especially if you listen to 
it more than once. And hi-fi addicts 
will find much to interest them, 
from the standpoint of sheer sound. 

Back in 1927, Carnegie Hall was 
the scene of a near-riot—as close 
to rioting as an American audience 
can come to noting over a new mu- 
sical work. | remember very clearly 
an eyewltness report that was given 
to me about twenty years after the 
event. The work was scored for a 
variety of noisemaking instruments, 
including typewriters and airplane 
propellers. At one point in the pro- 
ceedings, according to my inform- 
ant, one member of the audience 
held up an umbrella, to the end of 
which he had tied a handkerchief, 
indicating that he had surrendered! 

The work was the Ballet Méca- 
nique by the American composer, 
George Antheil. Now, several dee- 
ades later, it is possible for you to 
hear it, in your own living room, 
thanks to the LP recording issued 
by Columbia, Let me assure you in 
advance that the description makes 
the work sound more frightening 
than it actually is. In the years that 
have intervened since the first per- 
formance, our ears have become 
accustomed to accepting many more 
bizarre sounds than are found in 
the music. (Should you like proof 
of that last statement, I suggest 
that you listen to the music accom- 
panying almost any of the more 
fantastic television dramas.) Carlos 
Surinach does a fine job of leading 
the New York Percussion Group 
through the intricacies of the score.

A ROUND TABLE

The beauty of these two useful pieces of furniture (besides their 
obvious good looks) is that they can be made at home with very 
few tools—two saws (one straight and one keyhole type), a drill 
bit, block plane and hammer. They are economical, too, for prac- 
tically nothing is wasted (the cutout corners of the circular table 
top are used as shelves in the corner cabinet). For a finish, cover 
table and shelves with a clear lacquer over a shellac wash coat. 
If a dark finish is desired, spread a thin wash coat of shellac and 
then apply a dark stain. This prestain wash must be thinned with 
five parts of alcohol to one part shellac in order not to interfere with 


the even and thorough penetration of the stain on the light wood.

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CHILDREN ARE HERE TO STAY

ur friend Janice has a three-year- 

old boy and an impeccable home. 

Her living room combines blond 

wood and brass—all shining like new. The 

bookcase is in perfect order, the books un- 

mauled. There’s never a half-eaten cooky 

crumbled into Janice’s wall-to-wall carpet- 

ing. She has no patience with those “per- 

missive” mothers who let their young ones 

make a home a shambles. “I like nice 

things,” she says. “When Robin gets a little 

older and learns to like them, he can come 
out and enjoy them.” 

But until that time, the only rooms Robin 
lives in are the kitchen and the nursery. A 
folding gate keeps him in the nursery until 
he’s led into the kitchen. He’s never per- 
mitted alone in any other room. Robin 
doesn’t feel sorry for himself. He loves the 
unrestrained freedom of his own room, 
strewn with little wheels from toys that 


don’t work any more. But—-as Janice will 











be quick to warn—-put breakables out of 
reach before she and Robin come visiting 
He’s been taught that he can do as he 
pleases wherever he is, and it’s Mother's job 
to keep him from situations where he will 
have to restrain himself. Janice hasn't dis- 
covered this yet, but it probably will be a 
long, long time before Robin develops his 
mother’s love of pretty things. How can he? 
He never gets any prac tice. The folding gate 
in Janice’s home is one solution-—not a very 
good one—to a serious national problem: 
our growing brood of spasmodically con- 
trolled children. 

Some of the nicest people these days seem 
to have some of the most trying children. 
Too many seemingly intelligent adults who 
command respect in the grownup world are 
contradicted and argued with in their own 
homes by young jackanapes with no regard 
for adult conversation; peewees who scar 
furniture and keep Mummy jumping from 
the early breakfast that they scorn to the 
long-deferred bedtime with its last piping 
demand for chocolate milk. It’s most evi- 
dent in a neighbor's home. of course—-the 
kids next door are impossible; our own are 
just very bright. But there are some un- 
comfortable points of comparison: 

The neighbor's children smugly inter- 
rupt adult conversation to remind Mother 
to tell that cute thing they said to the mail- 
man; but doesn’t company at our house 
sometimes get an overdose of gossip from 
the third grade? The children next door 
have no conception of the value of property ; 
but who crayoned the wallpaper in our 


front hall? The neighbors wait on their kids 











hand and foot, with never a thank-you; but 
are the darlings in our house really top 
young to start picking up their own things? 
The parents of the half-pints next door are 
not spineless or lackadaisical. They work 
hard to give their children every advantage; 
for the most part, they devote more study 
and worry to the scientific techniques of 
parenthood and their children’s psycholog- 
ical needs than the parents of some less de- 
manding small fry. They have accepted the 
idea that they must invest ten to fifteen 
years in servitude without expecting any- 
thing in return. And they wear their hair 
shirts proudly. 

That is, many do; but little explosions of 
heresy are popping across the nation like 
dandelions over a lawn. Mothers and fathers 
are murmuring to each other that they 
have prostrated themselves long enough be- 
fore their chicks; that children are to be 
lived with, not waited upon; and that par- 
ents cannot postpone their own youth until 
their children are grown up. These parents 
are announcing that they have some rights, 
too—to occasional privacy, respect and the 
sanctity of a few possessions. And they are 


beginning to exercise those rights. 





Do you live with them... Do they live with you... 


They are starting to question some of the 
oversimplified rules laid down by best-sell- 
ing interpreters of “scientific” child-rear 
ing. And they are looking back with a more 
sympathetic eve on the unscientific house- 
hold which Grandma ran—-wondering if the 
path of a more balanced home life leads 
through Grandma's woodshed. Of course. it 
can't--for the simple reason that the wood 
shed isn’t there any more. Grandma's big 
house. full of children but barren of con- 
veniences, is not today’s split level, and 
nothing can make the two alike. There was 
work for everybody in Grandma’s home. 
and just enough time to get it done if all 
hands pulled together and nobody talked 
back. This was the household that taught a 
child responsibility and self-reliance—quali 
ties achingly absent in many modern tots. 
But it was also a household in which the 
weak or slow to develop fell by the wayside. 
One adage of those davs was. “Children 
should be seen and not heard.” But another 
was. “There's usually a black-sheep in 
every family.” 

It was against this somewhat rugged 
family life that the psychologist of the post- 
World War | period rebelled. heralding the 
new “permissive” or “progressive” approach 
to child-rearing. Children. they said, are 
individuals. They must not be pressed into 


the muflin-tin of uniform behavior. And 


or... Do you live together... 


teaching them to obey blindly without un- 
derstanding why. will produce unimagina- 
tive robots, happy to march off a cliff if 
some fiihrer orders it. These psychologists 
wanted the child to ask questions, argue, 
even talk back. The story is told that some 
one once found the late John Dewey, the 
great progressive educator, gazing at a 
toddler who was stamping happily in an 
ankle-deep puddle. “Good heavens. Dr. 
Dewey,” the newcomer said. “that child will 
catch a terrible cold. Get him out of there!” 
Dewey replied, “That's what I'm doing; I’m 
trying to think of a way to make him want 
to come out.” 

Be the story true or legend, it is at least a 
good cartoon of the psychological approach. 
The child, these educators said. learns when 
his interest is aroused. Dewey might have 
been able not only to make that child leave 
the puddle eventually, but even make him 
want to stay out when nobody was looking. 
Grandma would have led him out immedi- 
ately by one ear and probably spanked him 
too. And he would have stayed out just as 
long as he felt Grandma's eye on him. 
Grandma loved her children. and gave them 
as much individual attention as she could. 
But love is not total indulgence; attention 
is not worship. Grandma's daughter--who 
had moved from the family homestead to a 
tiny apartment. with one or two children 
found it hard to make the distinction. With 
smaller family and home—-and electric ma- 
chines to help with the housework—she had 
more time to fret over her precious brood 
and wonder night and day if she was rais- 
ing them properly 


This was the age of science; old-fash- 
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ioned methods in every field were being dis- 
credited. And there were plenty of psycho- 
logical textbooks on child-raising. Daughter 
watched her children with one finger mark- 
ing her place in the book. Were the chil- 
dren frustrated? Were all their emotional 
needs being met? Would it cause a trau- 
matic sear to teli them to be quiet when 
grownups were talking? 

So developed an impersonal attitude 
which many child-guidance authorities say 
still is a basic fault: concentration on the 
rules instead of the child. As one expert put 
it: “Parents who pay too much attention to 
rules and theories are taking the easy way 
out—-relying on an abstract authority in- 
stead of taking the trouble to observe and 
treat their youngster as an individual. No 
rules will apply to every child equally.” 

There is no substitute for relaxed com- 
mon sense in dealing with a child. The per- 
son whose emotions react normally in other 
situations can do what comes naturally with

As city and suburban living has become more informal, 
it has borrowed the attributes of the old-fashioned coun- 
try home. This “borrowing” is as marked in the kitchen 
as any room of the house: today’s living kitchen—city or 
country—is the “keeping room” of bygone days. As a by- 
product or cause of this (another case of the chicken or 
the egg) there is a whole new interest in food and in 
cooking as a fine craft rather than a chore.

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he rose, that most subtle of all blooms, can be all 
things to all men. Perhaps this is a measure of its popularity: it offers each 
of us whatever scent charms our senses most. ‘Taking 
the Living Rose as our theme, we have designed October’s Room of the 
Month in the spirit of this infinite variety. It could be a 
room in any home—your home—and while it has all the earmarks of the 
contemporary idiom—sleekness, practicality, the illusion of 
spaciousness—it is not, as you will see, an overwhelmingly contemporary 
room, nor one you could properly label traditional. It is both 
of these and more: a room of shifting moods—in short, a purely person- 
al room, free of the hamstringing confinements of a 
precise period. Yet our rose, like any well-planned motif, gives it continuity ; 
carried throughout in color and pattern (it even tinges 


a lamp shade with a faint blush), it actually simplified the decorating task. 


For the Room of the Month: 


One Perfect Rose 


The Living Rose establishes itself 
brilliantly in an extrava- 
gant splash of color on two chairs 
upholstered in polished 
cotton (Living Rose). Floor tiles 
then pick up the theme; 
laid diagonally in big, bold stripes, 
they act, in effect, to ex- 
tend the walls and add a sense of 
spaciousness. For a touch 
of out-and-out whimsey, our rose 
(this time the real thing) 
finds itself imbedded in a topiary 
rose tree. To offset the 
comparative vitality of these ele- 
ments, two walls were 
painted white, two French windows 
treated with dramatic sim- 
plicity. Century Celebrity Group 
furniture, Martin-Senour 
paints and Everfast fabrics were 
used throughout the room 
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n 1897, the Comédie Francaise in Paris presented a 
play in which one of the characters was a maid named Su- 
zette (what else?) who might today be forgotten except at 
one point in the evening’s entertainment she appeared with 
a plate of little pancakes—the nightly creation of Monsieur 
Joseph of the Restaurant Marivaux. We do not know wheth- 
er it was the pancakes themselves or the way they were car- 
ried on (we suspect it was for the latter reason), but they 
soon became known as crépes suzette, and to this day they 


are as celebrated as a dessert can be. Crépe, in French, 


means pancake, but not quite the kind of pancake most of , 


us are familiar with. They are definitely richer, more deli- 
cate, more sophisticated—yet their ingredients are simplic- 
ity itself: a half cup of flour, a cup of cream, two eggs and 
a quarter teaspoon of salt. Nor are they necessarily a des- 
sert: they can appear at breakfast wrapped around pork 
sausage links and served with maple sirup and fried apple 


rings; spread with jelly or marmalade and butter; stuffed

Cold or room-temperature brandy, rum or liqueur will never 
flame. It must be heated—but not to the boiling point. A 
sauce in which a liqueur is an ingredient can be flamed pro- 
vided it is warmed. For such purposes, it is best to add at 
least three tablespoons of the liqueur to a cup and a half of 
sauce, preferably just before flaming. For best luck, sprinkle 
food that is to be flamed with some additional warmed liqueur 
over the sauce. Then ignite. Another foolproof method is to 
heat the brandy or liqueur in a small saucepan, bring to the 
table in a sauceboat and ignite before pouring it over the 


food. Flaming will dramatize any dish or dessert enormously. 


Put it away. The pan must not 
hang on Peg-Board or be put away in a 
closet or range drawer unwrapped.

The old-time 
Russiang used to let it stand over- 
night for use the next night. Blinis 
can be baked on a regular, hot 
buttered pancake griddle or in an 
electric skillet. They should be no 
more than two inches in diameter 
and a rich golden-brown in color. 
The texture, of course, will be 
similar to the crépe. They should 
be kept hot while making a batch. 
They can be transferred from the 
griddle or electric skillet directly 
to the chafing dish. Douse them 
generously with melted sweet but- 
ter and serve them on a plate with 
any number of delicacy-type fare. 


Here are some suggested ways: 


¢ Caviar garnished with grated, 
hard-cooked egg. 
Smoked salmon slices and sour 
cream and capers. 
Finely chopped, fresh cooked 
shrimp combined with mayon- 
naise, garnished with dash of 
paprika.

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he portable lamp is probably the oldest lighting device created 

by man. At some point in the dim past, some inventive person 

discovered that by bringing a faint source of light—perhaps a 
crude oil lamp close to the object under view, it could do a reason- 
ably adequate job of lighting. Thus, the portable lamp—as a worthy 
supplement to the permanently-fixed wall or overhead installation 
has earned its keep over the years by its innate capacity for flexi- 
bility. Beyond this, it has earned an important place in our homes 
as a vital element in interior design and decoration. Thoughtfully 
designed and engineered to fulfill specific functions, today's lamps 
have superb illusion-creating abilities that Aladdin himself might 
well have envied. They can heighten the style of a room, supply the 
element of charm where none existed before, or add the touch of wit 
to an otherwise perfunctory decorating scheme. They can, by their 
light distribution, make a room gloomy or cheerful, hard and bril- 
liant or soft and cozy. The very luminosity of the lamp itself makes 
it stand out in a room and gives it the power to flatter its surround- 
ings in a way that few other decorating elements can match. Yet, 
because there is no sight without light, the lamp is fundamentally a 
device which enables us to see. In buying lamps, the average home- 
maker tends to lose sight of this factor: we judge primarily on the 
basis of appearance instead of function, and ignore two essentials 
the amount and kind of illumination a given lamp will yield. On the 
theory that you may have the inclination, but hardly the time, to 
make an exhaustive study of the subject, we have assembled some 
enlightening facts about portable lamps—the qualities to look for 


and some of the basic characteristics of light itself. 


The partnership of light and sight 


hroughout history, and until the relatively short span of time 

during which we have had artificial light, man’s surroundings 

consisted primarily of the outdoors, lighted by daylight. As a 
result, our eyes have been basically adapted to vision in natural light, 
the intensities of which can be thousands of times as great as those 
of artificial light. The illumination in an open field at noontime in 
summer, for example, is 10,000 foot-candles; in the shadow of a tree 
it is about 1,000 and on a cloudy day during any season it is at least 
200. On the other hand, illumination in a well-lighted office is seldom 
above 100, and at home we often try to work under light levels as 
low as 5 foot-candles. Today's living patterns are different. After a 
full day’s work—usually under artificial light—we continue to use 
our eyes for the night: reading at home, viewing television, working 
at hobbies, driving a car. The eye has longer working hours, less 
rest, more tension. Research in the field of eye strain has revealed 
that, since energy is consumed in seeing, poor light can cause fatigue 
and varying degrees of nervous exhaustion. Extensive tests in badly 
lighted schoolrooms show that there are other effects: nervous 
twitches, bad posture, backaches, all of which arise from an attempt 


to compensate for the strain of seeing under inadequate light.

Quality of light 


y quality of light we mean the distribution of brightness over 
the entire field of view. We may have ample quantity of light 
and yet if it causes annoyance and a general feeling of dit 

comfort in a room, it is of poor quality. Lighting should be soft 
well-diffused and should create a visual environment that does not 
contain uncomfortable brightness contrast. Too much contrast be 
tween the brightness of the work at hand and the surrounding ares 
will cause eye fatigue, since the eye is trying to make a continuow® 
adjustment between brightness and darkness.

Glare 


lare is any high brightness in the field of vision which 
causes discomfort or eye fatigue. Viewing exposed light 
sources, such as a bare bulb, produces direct glare.

fused with translucent glass, plastic or other material so as to reduce

glossy or shiny surfaces—the slick 
pages of this magazine, a glass 
desk top, or the shiny surface of 
the table on which a child is doing 
hemowert. eal basic method of Glare-preducing lomp 
eliminating it is to reduce the 
brightness of the light source (and therefore of its reflection). This 
is best accomplished by enlarging the apparent area of the light 
source—by diffusing it so that light comes from a larger area of

he trend towards multipurpose areas in the home, as an out- 
growth of open planning, carries with it a corresponding de- 
mand for greater flexibility in lighting which is often called 
on to satisfy the functions of dining, conversation, television view- 
ing. study and games in one all-embracing living area.

switch socket 

a cluster of several bulbs controlled by a three-way switch 
a dimmer 

an adjustable lamp—one that permits focusing the light 
on the work or bringing the light source itself closer to

How to help him change from a 
guest to a partner is the parents’ 
dilemma.

the children would have the center 
of the stage, undisputed. Then, 
there would be a diversion with 
some toys and the announcement,

Quality of construction 
hat quality of construction is one of the most important features 
to look for in a lamp is so obvious that it would hardly seem 
necessary to dwell on it. Yet there are enough shoddy, poorly 
constructed lamps on the market to justify a review of some of the 


important considerations: 

a. Good electrical components: Approval by the Underwriters 
Laboratories is the best assurance of proper materials and 
capacity in components. It is signified by the designation 
UL on components. 

b. Stability: A commonly accepted criterion involves the 

“tilt” test: the lamp must stand up if placed on an inclined 

plane of an 8° slope. This will encompass such factors as 

weight and diameter of base. 


c. Rugged construction: This begins with the choice of 


proper materials for each part and includes such factors as: 


Substantial thickness and weight 

of the metal parts 

Parts adequately locked together to prevent 
them from loosening when the bulb is removed 
Stops on flexible joints to prevent them 

from making more than one full turn, and 

thus twisting wires to the point where 

they might break 


4. Concealed, protected wiring 


Design 

s it applies to lamps, good design involves all of the foregoing 
engineered lighting, adaptability through flexibility and 
quality of construction—plus the blending of all these con- 
siderations into an aesthetically satisfying whole. Sometimes design 
is called “styling”—an unfortunate term which implies something 
superficial added afterwards. This is not true of good design which 
works from the inside out rather than outside in, and which begins 
with a study of the end-use of an object and then, through consider- 
ation of form, materials and methods of manufacture, arrives at a 
solution of the problem, As much as anything, a lamp should have 
inward harmony—i.e., an agreeable relationship between com- 
ponents—as well as outward harmony, which is the ability to take 
its place effortlessly in a larger ensemble. Styling, concerned chiefly 
with superficial details, is more likely to confuse or distort basic 
values than to forward them. Good design seeks to make a per- 


manent contribution to the realm of decoration.

Spacing and arrangement of indi- 
vidual storage areas can be gauged 
by amount and type of articles you 
intend to keep in tray.

Q. Our house is about fifteen 

years old and we have always 
had a bone-dry basement. About a 
year ago | turned part of our base 
ment into a playroom. I covered 
the ceiling. decorated the walls 
and laid plastic tile on the floor. 
A few months after I finished the 
job, beads of moisture appeared 
on the floor, and ever since then 
we have had more or less a wet 
condition. It is never very severe, 
but just enough to make the floor 
slippery. Can you suggest any rea 
son for the sudden appearance of 
water on what was formerly a dry 
basement floor? D.L. 
A, Your complaint is typical of 

thousands which have been 
received. The answer is that con- 
crete is more or less absorbent and 
your concrete floor previously 
drew up moisture from the ground 
but it evaporated off the surface 
of the floor before it could build 
up. As the floor is now covered, 
there is no evaporating action and 
the water lies under the tile, and 
gradually seeps out between the 
joints. We are not particularly in 
favor of sealing in a concrete base- 
ment floor which is more than two 
or three feet below grade. You may 
find some relief in using a de- 
humidifier or arranging for better 
ventilation in the room. 


Q. In looking over our new 

house, which is in the course 
of construction, we note that the 
French doors leading out to the 
terrace are going to open out. This 
is an item that missed our atten- 
tion when we approved of the 
plans. Will you tell us if it is pos- 
sible to have the doors open in 
and if the change would involve 
any great expense? F.T. 


A, There is nothing about this to 

bother any good carpenter. 
The doors are simply reversed to 
open in as all outside doors should. 
If they are properly hung and 
weather-stripped, there should not 
be any leakage. If the doors 
haven't been hung there shouldn't 
be any extra expense, but if they 
are already installed there will be 


some labor costs. 


Q. I have been bothered for sev- 

eral months now by a con- 
stant dropping out of mortar joints 
in an eighteen-year-old fireplace. 
Will you please tell me how this 
can be stopped and if possible, 
how I could do it myself? ALP. 


A, The falling out of fireplace 

joints is caused by two things: 
a shrinkage of the mortar itself 
and the constant expansion and 
contraction of the masonry be- 
tween hot fires and cool periods, 
The solution is to pick out all 
loose mortar joints, brush out all 
dust, wet the gap well and trowel 
in patching cement. Any difference 
in color between the old and new 
joints can be remedied with ordi- 


nary water-color paints. 


While refinishing a table I 

dropped some linseed-oil-and- 
turpentine mixture on the floor. 
This made dark and ugly spots. Is 
there any way that these can be 
removed or lightened? B.O. 
A. The spots can be bleached out 

by using a good paint remover 
or a mild solution of oxalic acid 
and water. Work carefully on the 
spots and make certain not to 
bleach the stained wood lighter 
than the surrounding surface.
